“Ivll be nice having a $1 million player sit- 
ting on the bench. Imagine what effect that’s 
going to have on the lads out on the park,” said 
Hennessy. 

“lm really looking forward to Sunday’s 
game. What intrigues me Is that we'll be play- 
ing possibly the best team in Australia and 
that’s going to be a great barometer of our 
prospects this year. 

“But don’t get me wrong, We're going there 
to win. I love winning. It’s a great habit. It’s the 
best habit in the world.” 

The Melbourne outfit reached its second 
successive Ansett Challenge Shield clash by 
downing South Melbourne Hellas 2-1 in the 
Buffalo Cup Final. Sydney Croatia’s Ansett 
Challenge Shield berth was secured at the ex- 
pense of Marconi, Croatia’s victim in the 1987

Australia’s lead-up to the Seoul Olympics and two World 
Youth Finals will come under the microscope at a 





special meeting this week. 


The ASF World Cup committees will confer in Sydney on pro- 
grams submitted by national coach Frank Arok, national youth 
coach Les Scheinflug and national under-16 coach Vic Dalgleish. 

At a recent executive meeting, the ASF decided to split its 
World Cup committee into two groups for better efficiency and 


more personal involvement. 


“The previous committee of up to 12 was trying to determine 
plans for four teams and the executive believed two groups would 
be far more efficient,” said ASF executive director Brian Emery. 

“It would also enable the smaller number to take a closer look at 
the programs with the reduced number of teams.” 

Six members, headed by ASF president Sir Arthur George, will 
determine the senior and Olympic Games program while a five- 
member panel, led by Michael Weinstein, will consider the youth 


and under-i6 teams. 


FIFA has announced that Australia will meet Taiwan in Taipel 
on November 15 this year in the first group one match of the 
Oceania Olympic qualifying round. 

Taiwan will trayel to Australia for the return match on Novem- 
ber 29 at a venue still to be decided. 

The other competing Oceania teams, New Zealand, Fiji and 
Western Samoa will fight out the group two Section with all match- 
es to be defermined before the end of November. 

Group leaders and the winner of a play-off between the runners- 
up will link with Israel for the second round next February where 
the winner will qualify for the Olympic finals.

Consequently, he still is com- 
ing to terms with the playing 
style of the club and his new 
team-mates. 
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“We are making a few mis- 
takes at the back right now, 
having a few misunderstand- 
ings, but it’s to be expected at 
this early stage,” 

And how does he fit into 
coach Arok’s game plan? 

“I'm playing in my usual 
position of sweeper and Frank 
is letting me play my usual 
game. He’s been giving me 
some advice like getting me to 
talk more 

“In the Australian youth 
team Les Scheinflug insists on 
us playing the ball through 
midfield, which is great when 
you've got midfielders like Ja- 
son Polak and John Koch in 
front of you, especially in the 
sort of games we had to play in 
New Zealand.

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Canberra City where things 
didn't go his way. After a rosy 
start to the year, a combination 
of injury, poor form and unrest 
at the club meant Kulcsar was 
glad to have the opportunity to 
move. 

“I played in a few games at 
the beginning of the season and 
then spent the rest of the year 
on the bench.

Country boy | 
for 
his country? | 


Melbourne Croatia had a hell of a time negotiating a 
contract with Allan Scott, signed last Friday from 
Adelaide Hellas for $15,000. 

Scott told Croatia coach Terry Hennessy what sort of money | 
he was looking for and Hennessy got back to the talented left 
sided player and told him that there was no way he could get 
that much. Hennessy gave him more! 

“lve never ever squabbled about money. It’s never been a 
major consideration. I just want to play football,” said Scott. 

“I'm probably getting peanuts compared to a lot of the other 
guys but that’s always been the case and it's never ever bothered 
me. | never received a signing-on fee from Adelaide Hellas. So 
what?” 

So what, indeed. Listen here, fella, don't you realise there are 
players in this country earning $20,000 a year from playing 
soccer? If you're good enough to play alongside some of them {i 
why aren't you good enough to’ earn: that sort of-money? .? x) 

“That doesn’t interest me. My big aim is to play for Australia. 
That's the main reason I've moved to Melbourne 

“I'm from the country, from Whyalla and I know that a lot of 
people back there are pretty proud of me just playing in the 
Nationa! League. They were very, very proud of Yakka Banovic | 
(also from Whyalla) when he signed for Derby. I don’t just want 
to play for Australia for myself. I want to do it for all the people 
back in Whyalla that keep asking my parents how I'm getting 

Well, I can assure everyone in Whyalla that Alan Scott's get- 
ting on just fine. And he’s a stone's throw away from achieving 
his main ambition 

Frank Arok rates Scott. That's why Scott was invited to Soc- | 
ceroo training last year and that's why Arok tried to sign him for | 
St George. 

“He (Arok) was pretty interested in signing me at first but 
once he found out that Adelaide Hellas had slapped $25,000 on 
my head he wasn't so committed whereas Croatia kept following 
the matter up.” 

A first, Hellas wouldn’t budge. It simply said that Scott 
wasn’t for sale. Then it slapped that exorbitant fee on his head 
and said that it wasn’t negotiable. Then it dropped the fee to 
$20,000, Then it was reminded of a clause in Scott’s contract } 
with the club allowing him to Join a State League outfit for 
$2500.,Hellas also probably got wind of Croatia’s plan to get St 
Albans Dinamo in the Victorian State League to buy Scott for 
$2500 ‘then sell him to Croatia. Suddenly that won’t-budge 
stance altered dramatically and Croatia was able to sign him 
for $15,000, 

Scott, 23, was born in Glasgow in Scotland. He arrived in 
Whyalla when he was nine months old and started playing soc- 
cer in 1971 with Whyalla Lions. About 10 years later he moved to 
Whyalla City which was playing in the Rothmans State League. 
Travelling to Adelaide every other week gave him exposure and 
in 1984, not long after his marriage, he joined Azzurri. 

Frank Schaeper was the Azzurri coach but Scott had a very 
ordinary season 

“I'd always played on the left side but the coach put me on the 
right wing. That was because his left winger was all left foot and 
he probably thought that I could adapt to the right side but I was 
tost that whole season.” 

Lost, maybe, but not for long, Scott used to play for Scotland in 
an annual national’s tournament in Adelaide. He found himself 
lining up alongside Adelaide Hellas’ Neil McGachey and Gra- 
ham Honeyman and they convinced that he was good enough to 
take a crack at the National League. 

But Scott didn't make a ciean break with Azzurri. The club 
took the matter of his switch to Hellas to court and in the end, 
Hellas had to pay a $2000 transfer fee for him, 

Throughout 1985 and 1986 Scott established himself as an NSL 
player of no mean quaiity. McGachey coached him in 1985 and 
six games into the ¥986 season before Edmund Kreft took over. 

“Neil McGachey was a good coach. He had some great ideas 
on the game. I was enjoying my soccer but I had to go overseas 
for six weeks. I'd told the club about that trip before I'd signed. 
Neil put someone else in my role which was really playing like a 
left winger when we were attacking and like a left back when we 
defended. I don’t think the other guy did the job so I was able to 
win my spot back when I returned 

“Last year was a disaster for all of us. We'd signed so many 
top players and all the papers were saying that we were going | 
to be a force to be reckoned with. I think it might have gone to 
our heads a bit, I think some of us thought that we weren't 
going to have to work hard to win games and when we rea- 
lised that that wasn’t the case it was too late.” 

Preston Makedonia was rumored to be interested in signing 
Scott late last year but didn't get in touch with him, When Scott 
approached Adelaide Hellas about moving to Melbourne Croatia 
the club told him that it could have sold him to Brunswick 
Juventus which had chased him for two seasons. Yet Scott knew 
nothing of Juve’s interest

I am confident that, un- 
less alcohol becomes a pro- 
hibited substance, none of 
our top level players have 
anything to fear from such 
a program, or from the pub- 
licity which would surround 
it. 

The anticipated series of 
negative results would be 
useful ammunition in a 
campaign aimed to further 
enhance soccer’s superior- 
ity over the oval-ball codes 
of various types. 


We already have a big 
plus in being perceived as a 
physically much less brutal 
game of football than 
League, Union or Aussie 
‘Rules. 

Now we could also be 
seen to be the first football 
code in Australia which not 
only pays lip service to the 
eradication of drugs’ in- 
~roads into sport, but alsothe 
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in the matier, 

There is another very 
practical reason why the 
screening of our players at

opportunity. 

What with the sensational 
allegations rife in European 
soccer at the moment, it is 
odds-on that drug tests at all 
international tournaments 
will become the rule in the 
foreseeable future, proba- 
bly within the next couple 
of years!

Big Toni:was-never an’an- 
gel; who can forget the bru- 
tal foul he committed 
against France in the 1982 
World Cup semi-final, for 
instance?

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But he seems to be getting 
the rough end of the Pineap- 
ple just now. 

During the course of the 
past few weeks Toni has 
been fired’as the skipper of 
the national team, banned 
from the squad, suspended 
for one match by his club 
FC Koin and then had his 
contract — valid till 1989 — 
terminated by the club. 

At the time of writing this 
column the West German 
Federation was also girding 
its loins, to punish him 
mercilessly. 

High price to pay at the 
age of 53, 

So what was his crime? 

Lack of discipline? 
Cheeky to the coach? Alco- 
holism, drugs, wine, women 
and songs? 

Nope, none of those. 

Indiscretion and a lack of 
tact is aJl that Schumacher 
could be accused of. 

His autobiography, origi- 
nally planned as a print run 
of 30,000 and hastily quadru- 
pled by the publishers, 
made a number of sensa- 
tional claims about West 
German soccer and its stan- 
dards of morality and 
ethics. 

These included wide- 
spread abuse of various 
pills, sprays, drops andy 
other medicuttonsin: etre 
creasinglyinsane scramble ° 
for success, 

Players depend on the 
stuff, club coaches close 
their eyes to what is occur- 
ring, sleazy medicos blithe- 
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ly prescribe and administer 
~the substances which are 
nothing less than poisons in- 
serted into the systems of 
young footballers, 
‘Schumacher honestly, 
openly and without any fear 
or favor discusses the 
situation. 

He deplores the increas- 
ingly multifaceted inter- 
vention of “medicine” into 
his sport, 

Not forbidden drugs, they 
would have been discovered 
by the dope tests at the 
Mundial, but an avalanche 
of injections and tablets of 
various kinds. 

No wonder that almost all 
of the West German World 
Cup squad’s members were 
only shadows of their true 
selves during the autumn 
session of the Bundesliga! 

During their stay in Mexi- 
co and the time immediate- 
ly prior to it, their bodies 
were subjected to a load 
which was way beyond 
their normal capacities, 
aided by chemical interven- 
tion of the type already 
described. - 

That the Pendulum swung

Or those, perhaps, who 
prefer. nat to know what's 
going on around them! 

Toni Schumacher; as Fal- . 
ready. said, is no angel; by 
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his own admission he tried 
drugs at a very young age. 

Irresponsibly, stupidly, 
but with his eyes open and 
brain functioning, drawing 
the necessary conclusions 
from the very, very, very 
deep low which inevitably 
followed a brief but impres- 
sive high. 

Same as the low which 
followed in the wake of a 
certain international cup 
fixture FC Koln was in- 
volved in in 1984, 

Prior to the kick-off, 
Toni’s team mates were 
consuming a cough syrup 
containing very large doses 
of ephedrine ir nalf litre 
quantities.

The punishment for his rash- 
ness is severe for someone of 
his ambition, He will be forced 
to sit out next year’s European 
Championship in West Ger- 
many where he had expected 
to be both captain and star of 
the home team, 


Worse siill, he has to part 
with his beloved Cologne club 
at the end of the season, one 
year before his contract 
expires. 


Schumacher, born in 
Dueren not far from the cathe- 
dral city, has played more 
games for Cologne than any- 
one else and has often said he 
could never imagine playing 
for another team. 


But his claims that Cologne 
players have been taking drugs 
for years and that he himself 
had experimented with pep 
pills were too much for offi- 
cials who ruled he had brought 
the club tnto disrepute 


Overseas? 


It is clear he will not play for 
the team again and that his fu- 
ture career as a goalkeeper 
would have to be abroad, 


However, thre are at least 
two positive aspects of the bi- 
zarre affair for Schumacher. 


One is that his drug allega- 
tions will amost certainly re- 
sult in regular dope testing in 
the Bundesliga next season. 


The second is that the pub- 
licity is making ‘Starting 
Whistle” sell like hot cakes: 
70,000 copies were sold within 
four days and the publishers 
ordered a reprint with firm 
hopes that they can sell more 
than twice as many as original- 
ly expected. 


At long last River 
Plate wins the 





Libertadores Cup 


South America’s club 
team of the year in 1986 
was certainly River Plate, 
but the mystery is that 
after being Argentina’s 
most successful team for 
years — a country which 
has produced the conti- 
nent’s best club teams 
consistently as is shown 
by their having provided 
15 Libertadores Cup hold- 
ers out of 27 — it managed 
to win the trophy for the 
first time only last year, 
then beating European 
champion Steaua Bucha- 
rest for the World Club 
Cup to gain the interna- 
tional recognition it 
would have often de- 
served in the past. 


Club Atletico River Plate, to 
give the full name, is Argenti- 
na’s largest all-sports soccer 
playing club with approximate- 
ly 75,000 members, the stadi- 
ums situated close to the banks 
of the River Plate in a suburb 
of Buenos Aires. It is the club 
which boasts the most domes- 
tic titles — 17 first division and 
three national — since the 
start of professional soccer in 
Argentina in 1931. 

River Plate is the country’s 
most popular club together 
with Boca Juniors with whom it 
has maintained a close rivalry 
ever since both clubs were 
founded almost within a 
stone’s throw of each other in 
the Boca port district where 
mostly Italian immigrants live. 

The fusion of two Boca dis- 
trict soccer teams — La Ro- 
saies and Santa Rosa — 
composed mostly of students, 
resulted in the formation of the 
Club Atletico River Plate, 
named after the river on the 
banks of which it also plaved 
then, on May 25, 1901 — a 
public holiday in Argentina be- 
cause it was also on that day, 
almost a century earlier, that 
the country declared its inde- 
pendence from Spain. 

The boys had little money 
and the cheapest playing shirts 
that could be bought were 
white, but as many of the 
teams at the time wore white 
-~ possibly for the same reason 
— the River Plate boys 
stitched red bands diagonally 
across them...and these are 
still the club’s maim shirt colors 
today. 

The club became affiliated 
to the Argentine FA in 1905, 
entering a team in the third di- 


’ vision from which it won pro- 


motion to the second division 
in its first season and in 1908 it 
gained further promotion to 
the first division after beating

the already famous Racing 
Club in playoffs. 

River Plate's rapid rise to 
prominence continued the fol- 
lowing year when it was sec- 
ond in the first division behind 
the top team of the day, Alum- 
ni, and was also the only side 
which managed to beat it (1-0) 
that season. 

The club moved to several 
loaned locations in the Hoca 
district before building the 
best stadium in Buenos Aires at 
the time when its sporting suc- 
cess was also accompanied by 
a good financial position. A 
split in Argentine soccer in 
1919 produced two leagues and 
River Plate won one of them — 
its first top title — the follow- 
ing year. 

In 1923, the now prosperous 
club moved away from the 
mostly poor Boca district to ac- 
quire a large portion of land in 
the more prosperous northern 
side of town which installations 
for numerous sports were built 
apart from a new stadium, In 
1931 another split in local soc- 
cer produced the first profes- 
sional league which River 
Plate joined, winning the title 
for the first time the following 
year. 

Its purchase of leading 
players, especially that of 
Carlos Peucelle at the then 
record fee of 10,000 pesos, 
brought River the nick-name 
“Millionarios” (Millionaires) 
which has stuck to this day as 
the club continues to be 
heavily involved in the trans- 
fer market. But this does not 


UEFA refuses 


to budge on 
English ban 


English clubs will remain the pariahs of European 
soccer, in continuing penaity for the Heysel Stadium 
riot disaster in Brussels, Belgium, on May, 1985. 

The European Football Association committee decided by a 
margin of 8-3 in Berne, Switzerland, last week that English clubs 
would not be able to return to the three European competitions 


next season. 


The committée announced in a statement after the English 
Football Association argued its case for 90 minutes: 

“The executive committee took note with interest steps taken In 
England by the FA and the league to combat hooliganism and 
troublemakers at football matches. The majority decision, how- 
ever, was that it is necessary (o wait another year to see how the 


situation would develop.” 


FA chairman Bert Millichip targeted last August’s trouble be- 
tween Manchester United and West Ham fans on a cross-Channel 
ferry as important to the committee decision. 

“I feel that weighed in their minds... the ferry incident was 
the nail in our coffin,” he said afterwards. 

“If we are going to avoid trouble abroad we have got to stop 
these people travelling. We must do something about them.” 

English Football Association chairman Bert Millichip told re- 
porters he was deeply disappointed at the decision. 


“It is my feeling that with th 


e ban on English clubs UEFA has 


decided that the minimum should be three years,” he said. 

“It is my sincere hope we will be readmitted next year even 
under the current circumstances.” 

UEFA Executive Committee sources said the decision against 
England wes on the basis of an 8-3 majority vote. They did not 
specify which countries’ members had voted which way. 

UEFA president Jacques Georges said after the meeting that he 
had made clear it was now up to the British government fo take 
steps to prevent hooligans travelling abroad and causing trouble. 

“In other countries there are violent incidents too, but never 
in their away European matches,” he said. 

Millichip said he sought an urgent meeting with British Sports 
Minister Richard Tracey on his return to London. 

“It is now up to the government to decide on definite steps to 
prevent these football hooligans travelling abroad with our 


teams,” he said. 


But English Football League president Phil Carter, also in the 
delegation in Berne, said he was disappointed that UEFA had not 


made clearer what it wanted from the English during the one-and- 
a-half-hour hearing, which came against the backdrop of an ap- 
parent upsurge in crowd problems in several continental 
European countries, notably the Netherlands. 

The Dutch Football Association last week announced plans for 
membership cards to control entry to high-risk games in response 
to recent incidents, in particular serious rioting at a Den Hague- 
Ajax Amsterdam game early this month. 


mean that it has not produced 
its own great players through 
its many junior teams of all 
age groups. 

Among the many famous 
players and teams it has pro- 
duced, the best remembered is 
still that of the 1940’s which 
was named “La Maquina” be- 
cause it played like a machine 
-- the players had come up 
through the junior ranks play- 
ing together — with a famou% 
forward line composed of Mu- 
noz, Moreno, Pedernera, La- 
bruna and Loustau (or 
Deambrosi), the best-remem- 
bered of all being Angle Labor- 
una because he was involved in 
so many of the titles won by the 
club. 

It was Labruna who brought 
back the smiles to River Plate 
fans as coach of the team 
which won the first division 
inl1975 after an interval of 17 
yearsi+--the.longest.period the 
club had ever been through 
without winning a title in pro- 
fessional soccer 

Just before that lean spell 
however it had taken the title 
three years running — feat 
which only Racing Club had 
achieved before and no club 
since... although River Plate 
itself won both the first divi- 
sion and national champion- 
ship in 1979 (for the second 
time) and the first division the 
foliowing year for its third 
straight title. (Now the champi- 
onships have been combined 
into one national league.) 

More famous than Labruna 
throughout the world as Al- 
{redo Di Stefano who had al- 
ready found fame with River 
Plate as a goal-scoring 
centre-forward before mov- 
ing to Real de Madrid. 

The title River Plate could 
never win was that of South 
American champions — the Li- 
bertadores Cup — in spite of 
qualifying to play in the com- 
petition 10 times before last 
year. Final appearances in 
1966 and 1976 ended in frustra- 
tion as first Uruguay's Penarol 
and then Brazil’s Cruzeiro met 
it — in both cases in a third 
replay — although River Plate 
had always given preference to 
the cup competition to the det- 
riment of its league campaign. 

Now, another 10 years later 
by coincidence, it was third 
time lucky, but on the previous 
10 occasions it had usually 
been favourite to take the tro- 
phy. Often the pressure of fans, 
press and club officials seemed 
to be too much for the players 
—- in spite of high bonuses of- 
fered —- and the team failed at 
viial moments 

River Plate bought the land 
where its present club is situat- 
ed in the northern Nunez dis- 
trict of Buenos Aires in 1934 
and its present “Monumental” 
stadium was inaugurated on 
May 26, 19838, and then en- 
larged with government funds 
as main venue for the 1978 
World Cup Finals to its present 
75,000-capacity making it the 
favorite venue for internation- 
al matches 

To qualify for last year's Li- 
bertadores Cup, River Plate 
won the first division champi- 
onship by 10 points. As Liberta- 
dores Cup holders it 
automatically enters this 
year’s cup tournament at the 
semi-final stage, but it could 
also still win the new national 
league A Title. 

Although having played vir- 
tually ail its league games with 
its reserves so far, it is eight 
points from the top with a 
game in hand and still has 15 
games to play. 

With its strong playing staff 
— even its reserves include a 
couple of Uruguayan interna- 
tionals — and its obsession 
with the trophy, it could be Li- 
bertadores Cup holder for 
some time to come.
